A 
little farther on was a, dying woman 
having in her arms a daughter ot 
fourteen, crazy with pain, who, after 
twelve or fourteen days, died in spite 
of the care she received. 


It is such tragedies as these that 


go to make up the fearful record of 
200,000 starved to death. 


All the consuls tell the same heart 


rending story. As a sample this from 
Consul Brice at Matanzas, the second 
city of the island: 


In a family of 17, living in an old 


lime kiln, all were found dead except 
three, and they barely alive. The 
people are shut up in the cities and 
towns^like rats ^to starve. 
We have 


eighteen families of American recon- 
centrados wha own' property in the 
country, and were they alllowed to 
go to their homes could make a good 
living.

a Disgraceful Row. 


DOCKS HURLED AT HEADS, 


Fortunately No One In the Melee Was 


Seriously Hurt, 


THE CUBAN QUESTION CAUSED IT 


Could Not Agree Upon What Action 


Should lie Taken. 


KAJOEITY KESOLUTION ADOPTED, 


It Directs tlie President to Intervene 


•ud End the War, but Does Not Rec- 
•Cnize tlie Existing Cuban Republic. 
A Similar Resolution Was Reported to 
the Senate by a Slajorltjr of the Com- 
mittee, but It Went Over Under the 
Bale awl There Is a Probability That 
• •'Lone and lutureutiiijf Debate Will 
Eniue. 


Washington, April 14.—Both houses 


of congress were engaged Wednesday 
IB consideration of the most Important 
business they have had before them in 
many years. 


Both committees having in charge 


foreign affairs reported resolutions, the 
tenor of which is believed to mean a 
war with Spain. 


The house passed the resolutions re- 


ported by the majority of its commit- 
tee, and the senate began a debate 
•which may be protracted and interest- 
IDE. 


In the early part of the day it seemed 


that there was a possibility that unan- 
tnio'us-; action might be had in both 
House and senate, hut divisions arising 
ever the form and words of the resolu- 
tion could not be reconciled, and mi- 
nority reports were presented. 


Tbe senate was first to report its res- 


olution, and at the beginning of the 
•easlon Senator Davis, chairman of the 
committee, presented the resolution 
and a report which, in dealing with 
the management of Cuban affairs by 
&p&ln, was a vigorous and scathing de- 
nunciation of that country and its mil- 
itary methods. 
, 'The purpose of delay on the part of 
Borne of the members of the senate was 
shown in the objection to the consider- 
ation oj the report, which sent it over 
'tS another day", but this did not pre- 
vent a most exciting and vigorous de- 
&*£& upon the resolution and the Cuban 
iltuatibn. All clay long the senate list- 
ened, with the galleries, while vigorous 
speeches wgje made for and against 


. the proposition, 
X 
.^oraker With the .Minority. 


T/he minority report, which was pre- 


sented by- four members of the foreign 
relations committee—Senator Foraker 
of Ohio (Rep.) joining with three Dem- 
ocratic members—was in favor of the 
recognition of the independence of the 
present government of Cuba at once, 
and it is an interesting fact that there 
seems to be quite a general feeling that 
the minority report of the committee 
may, when the vote is taken, be the 
*ic£i6n of the senate. 


Debate and discussion may alter this 


condition, which .seems to exist now, 
hut the temper of sanators on both 
•ides scerna inclined in that direction. 


Although the senate was first to pre- 


sent its resolution, the house was first 
to act. 
For more than five hours ef- 


forts were made in the committee on 
foreign affairs to secure unanimous ac- 
tion, but in the end the division of the 
committee on 
party lines prevailed, 


and the resolution of the majority was 
passed after one of the most exciting 
episodes that lias been witnessed in the 
house since the Fifty-first congress. 


Party feeling ran high, and, as fore- 


shadowed by ihe action of the commit- 
tee, party lines were sharply drawn, 
resulting in a scene which became per- 
sonal as>.d disgraceful. 


The members of the^ committee were 


Inclined to support a unanimous re- 
port even if H dirt not wholly meet 
their views: but after a. long confer- 
ence with the leaders of the minority, 
who counseled standing on the ground 
•which the Democratic party had as- 
sumed during this congress, it was do- 
cided to favor a direct recognition of 


the insurgents as the ' government' ol 
Cuba. 


The conservative forces of the senate" 


favor the house resolution in prefei-- 
ence to that reported by the senate 
committee. They do not believe it is 
as radical, and believe as much good 
will be accomplished. 


Other conservatives favor a still more 


mild resolution, as evidenced by that 
presented by Senator Hale, which is in 
direct line with the president's mes- 
sage. 


EXCITING SCENES. 


House Adopts Cul>:iu War 
Resolution 


Amid n lliot Atuonff the Coii^resBmeu 
on the Floor. 
Washington, April 14.—After one of 


the most exciting and memorable days 
In its history, the house of representa- 
tives, by a ^ote of 322 to 19, adopted -. 
resolution which nine-tenths of iia 
members believe makes war with Spain 
Inevitable. 


It is a fact, which was grimly com- 


mented upon by members as they spoke 
of the future, that every war in which 
the United States has engaged began In 
April, and that Wednesday was the an- 
niversary of the fall of Port Sumter. 
•which aroused the patriotic fervor of 
the north and made the four years of 
civil strife a certainty. 


The resolution adopted by theJiouss 


Is as follows:

Hitter Purtlnan Feeling-. 


Although only 19 members—15 Dem- 


ocrats, 3 Republicans and 1 Populist— 
dissented upon the final vote, the pro- 
ceedings were marred by a bitter and 
acrimonious display of partisan feeling. 


During the height of the excitement 


the He was passed between Mr. Brumm 
(Rep., Pa.) and Mr. Bartlett (Dem., 
Ga.), 
and a disgraceful scene followed 


that almost descended to the level of a 
free fight. 


Mr. Bartlett hurled a book at his ad- 


versary, and in a minute half a hun- 
dred members were fighting like fiends. 


Order was finally restored,- and later 


the two members found that the alter- 
cation had arisen out of a misunder- 
standing, whereupon there were mu- 
tual apologies. 


Later in the proceedings the speaker 


was obliged to again call upon the ser- 
geant-at-arms with his silver mace, the 
emblem of the house authority, to seat 
Mr. Johnson of Indiana, who was in- 
dignantly remonstrating against what 
he termed the "unnecessary war into 
which the country was being plunged." 


Only 40 minutes were given for de- 


bate, nnd a special rule was required 
to get the resolution before the house. 


The minority resolutions, which de- 


clared for the recognition of the exist- 
ing government of the insurgents, was 
voted down—147 to 190—-but they se- 
cured the votes of three Republicans. 


Some stirring 
and patriotic senti- 


ments were voiced during the debate 
which lifted the galleries and members 
to a high pitch of enthusiasm. 


SOLE TOPIC IN SENATE 


Win (lie Imppmiiiitj War Itetvrccn Two

Washington, April 14.—The sole top- 


ic of discussion in the senate was the 
impending war 
between the United 


States and Spain. 


Such excitement, suppressed though 


it was; such a feeling that the country 
was on the verge of events that would 
make history for all time to come; 
such eloquent and impassioned oratory, 
and such keen 
have not been 
since the exciting days when the coun- 
try was convulsed by the greatest war 
of modern times. 


Notwithstanding the throng in the 


galleries, the great semi-circular cham- 
ber was almost as silent as if it were 
deserted. Conversation was conducted 
in low whispers, nil seeming to feel, as 
if from the very air they breathed, that 


every senator was at<h'is deski Scarce- 
ly five minutes had • elapsed after the 
session convened before the vice presi- 
dent recognized Mr. Davis, and an in- 
stant hush fell over the chamber. Mr. 
Davis presented to the senate the reso- 
lution and report from his committee 
and requested that they be read. 


The report was a terrific arraignment 


of Spain and her policies, yet so eager 
were all to hear every word that not 
the slightest demonstration occurred 
throughout the reading. 


Two •tciiiuvkiible Specclie*. 


Following the presentation of the re- 


port, and after Mr. Hoar (Mass.) haJ 
insisted that consideration of the reso- 
lution go over on a point of order, 
came two ol the most 
remarkable 


speeches yet delivered on the Cuban 
question. 
. Mr. Foraker of Ohio and Mr. Lodg? 
of Massachusetts, both brilliant ami 
impassioned orators, presented differ- 
ent phases of the Cuban situation. Mr. 
Foraker advocated the direct recogni- 
tion of the Independence ot the Cuban 
republic, antf with an eloquence and 
vehemence seldom heard in the senate 
eplendidly maintained his position. A 
sharp colloquy between him and Mr.

In n word, it is a trump 
showing system. They have discarded the 
American leads, including tho fourth best, 
and use both high and low curds to in- 
dicate strength or weakness in trumps. 
With the high curd, trump showing leads 
—king and jack for strength and aee and 
queen for wcukness—nearly all whist play- 
ers are familiar. 
To these, however, the 


Walbrooka havo added a trump showing 
method of s.iiall card play. They are pretty 
strict long sailers, so that a small card ted 
under their system, whatever its size— 
from a 10 down to a douce—shows tho 
longest suit in hand. Now, if it is tho 
lowest card of the suit, 
ifc shows also 


weakness in trumps—that is, tho lead de- 
clares, "Hero is my best suit, but I have 
not accompanying strength sufficient to 
bring it in without help from partner." 


If, on tho other hand, the small card led 


la not tho lowest of the suit, but tho po 
nultimateor antepenultimate, it tells part- 
ner, "I havo not only this suit, but four 
or more trumps behind it, and I hope to 
bring it in." Of courso it is not always 
apparent on tlie first round of u suit 
whether or not the card led is the lowest, 
but experience h;is proved that tho truth 
is divulged early enough. 


Number in tho suit led the Walbrooks 


do not attempt to show. Their object is to 
indicate by the original load, first, the 
longest suit, and, secondly, the extent of 
its support in trump strength. Their sys- 
tem is ccrtnirly strategic. It affords tho 
two partners » better opportunity of shap- 
ing their play early and 
intelligently 


along ;i common line than tlic olil gamo 
does. 
Nevertheless I cannot overlook the 


faults of tho system. 
They are two. 
In 


the first placr, ono is obliged by his orig- 
inal lead either to show strength or, if he 
has not that, to show weakness in trumps. 
That a player most, if he is weak, ac- 
knowledge it seems to be a serious strate- 
gic defect in the system. In this criticism 
nearly all whist players will agree with 
me. As to my other objection—-that the 
\yalbrook system permits no other open- 
ing from n hand than that of tho longest 
suit—I suppose it will bo considered sound 
only by short suit or "common sense' 
players. I wouid not insist on it indeed 
if the first objection could be removed. If 
we must open long suits, I prefer tho 
"modified" whist that the Pyramids of 
Boston are playing, under which system 
tho opening of a 2, 3 or 4 shows trump 
strength, but that of a 5, 6, 7, 8 or 9 does 
not deny it. As a matter of fact, however, 
notonoof the Pyramid players sticks close- 
ly to tho long suit openings; scarcely 
more than the players of my own team do. 
We all use trump showing leads to a cer 
tain extent, but with us it Is a voluntary 
matter whether we shall declare strength 
or conceal it. Hence we arc not obliged to 
declare weakness if wo have not strength.
